The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art taught or suggested a liquid crystal display comprising: a sub-twisted nematic 
liquid crystal layer, an optical plate between the second substrate and the liquid crystal 
layer, and a common electrode on the optical plate.
